loſt Army : The whole countrey thereabouts,with 
the Biſhopricke of Spyres, was left to the deuotion 
ofthe King of Bohermiab, now by this viftory of

vie to accept a dependancy vpon a ftronger party,. 
thar is, notto be madea ſubie&; butan-Allie and 
Confederate : Whoſe example hath beene ſuch a 
leading caſe to others, that a Captaine of much ex- 
perience, good intelligence, andable indgement in 
thoſe affaires, who (in his letters from Manbew 
May. 22.) hath related this ſtory, infers thus much 
thereupon in his very next ſyllables.

The 18, of May,they tookein Buſweſter, next to. 
Spe Hagenarw 
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Hagenaw and in it 250 Centeries ofPowder,200 of 
Match, with ſome Bullers,a murthering peece,and | 
certaine other Ordnance. Thence he went to Corton 
and tookethat in. 4/ati« thus left behind without 
an enemie , and with ſome friendsinir, comming 
neerer home towards the Palatinatez The King & 
Count Mansfield went to Sppers the chiefe City (and 
a faire onetoo) in thar Biſhoprike ; and beſides thar 
the very chamber ofthe Empire, where(by this paſ- 
fage it ſeemes) they were as lafe, as they had been in 
Heidlebergh, For thither came the Marques of Badew 
to them, where vpon a counlell of Warit was agreed 
thar their two Armies ſhould thus ſeuerally bee dif- 
oled of : Thatthe Marquelle Spiers being neere 
Fi Baden, ſhould a while ftay to ſecure thole parts 
either againfta revolt,oran enemy that ſhould paſle 
through that way, His Leaguer(a ſhort onethough 
it were)he was to make at Ger/ham, and withall, tro 
block vp Eddenhem,the only place of the Biſhop of 
Spiers in thoſe parts, which it ſeemes he did in ſome 
7.0or 8. dayes; for this agreementbeing made abour 
the 12. the King paſſed the Rhine and Necker with 
his Army at Maher on the 20. And the Marqueſle 
(hauing all ſure at his backe) paſſed the Rhineat 
Germerſheimthe 21. tofetch his Army which yer 
was in his owne Countrey, and aboutthe 23 or 24. 
wasto paſſe to follow the Kings Army into Derm- 
ſtadt: ( of which wee 'gaue youan Item in ourlaſt 
newesprinted the 3. and 5. of /a#e.) Bur before we 
tell you what hath there beene done, will you pleaſe 
to take ſome of the reaſons of the invaſion of this - 
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Country abroad before the. Palatinate were cleered 

ofenemies at home. Tis iudged,that now this grow- 
ing time of the yeare any Warriour had rather 
liae vpon his enemies Countrey, then deſtroy his - 
owne; Apaine, for that de Tilly is nor firſt medled 
withall, may be, forthat the Mansfieldians, thinke it 
better to fetch their viRuall & proviſion out of this 
rich and vntouched Countrey, then to lye ſtarving 
in aSummer Leager,before a full enemie. Apaine, 
the Prince of this Derm/tadr, though hee bee of the 
houſe of the ZLandegrave of Heſſen,who is a Calsiniſt; 
yetis hea Chatholick,and as ſome ſay,a Bilhop roo, 
and hath hitherto furniſhed and befriended the ene- 
mies of the Palatinate; which they purpoſe by this 

invaſion,to diſable him from doing hereafter. And 
there,againe, was the place of mecting appointed be- 
tweenethe Kingand the Duke of Brazſwicke, the 
day prefixed being the 26. of May paſt(after the old 
ſtile.) The place, vpon the River Mayne towards 
Franck ford,as we betore told you. And indeed this: 
expedition was chiefly intended to open the paſlage 
forhim, and withall co hinder the Baron of Auhalts 


- comming to Dirlandt in Heſſen, and ſoto M. Tilly: 


that ſo by ioyning of 3. faire Armies, the King may 
bee at once,abſolute Maifſter of the field therabouts, 
and beableto giue lawesto all Germanicit he pleaſe: 
Andthe Armies kept together, or divided, accor- 
ding totheir beſt advantage.. But it ſeemes that the 
Duke hath ſomething diverted his Armesto purſue 
otherdeſignes.Forabout the 10.of May he gauethe

ofhis men; which battell, ( as theadvice from Cul. 
lex written the 19. of May after the old ſtyle, ſayes) 
was ftrooke neere Soltkort betweene Gezek and Pa-

And next, onthe 18. of Mayhe went to Lifels, 
where he demanded i 50000. dollers of the Can- 
nons of the Abbey ; and they offered 80000, but 
howthey ſped, indge you. And by letters from the 
Hage the 20. of May, it appeares he was (ince againe 
at Hildeſheys; which he hath reduced : And the 26. 
of May being appointed for the meeting with the 
King about Frazkford ; It ſeemes that fome projet 
of his vpon the rich Abbey of F#lda, which ſtands 
at the Citie of Fuld, vpon a river of that name too; 
which isin He/ez ; about the degrees, 32. 51. This 
Citie being well watered, is rich in pafture, andin 
flockes, and eſpecially their commoditie comes in. 
by wooll; which was the reaſon of the planting of a 
famous Monaſtery there, accounted amongſt the 
greateſt and richeſt of Germanie;and amongſt them 
is the Duke ; whether to fing Maſle or no, I know 
not. Butat this place he was yet abour the 28. of 
Aay, it being ſome ten or twelue German myles 
from Franckfort theappointed place of meeting. Yex 
neuertheleſſe the King and Count Mansfield, (the 
Marqueſle of Baez following within three dayes ) 
went on into-Derm{tade;which iourney was rather a 
progrelle of pleaſure, (as if the Army had gone on- 
ly to take the ayre) then a warlike expedition; far 
as they were not medled withall in their march, nei- 
ther by Cordoga, who (wetold you ) had ſentall his 
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horſe to Thlhe, nor by Tyllze himſelfe z who lying 
to expe ſome forces of Bucquoyes, and Dampiers 
old Regiments, - thought bimſclfe not yer ſtrong 
enough to diſturb them, but keprhis leager about 
Heidleberg : So in the country it ſelfe they found 


 neueran enemy toreſiſt them ; which made the ta- 


king in of the towne of Dermfadt it ſelfe, rather a 
ſport thena ſiege. Andinthe Caſtle was the Lanar- 
grave and his ſonne with him ſurprized at vnawares, 
for he neuer ſo much as ſuſpeQed an inualion;either 
ſo ſecret was that reſolution of Spiers kept, orhee 
ſo ſecure and negligent, But ſeing his land full of 
ſoldiers : which once diſcerned not to be his owne, 


nor his friend Tillyes, hee offers an eſcape vpon 


which as if hee had confeſt guiltie, and ſomething 


 withall vnder his owne hand being ſhewed againſt 


him, he was made priſoner, and brought ro Mar- 
hem. This being done as ſuddenly as hee did that, 
who wrote veni, vids, wich, that is, in ſome foure 
dayes; in which time the ſoldiers would want no 
vituals, there being ſuch ſtore of cattle in the coun- 
trey, thatatthe citie of Frankford, (as by letters 
from thence the 26. of May appeares) whither 
theſe boote-halers droue their pillage, a Calfe was 
ſold for two ſhillings, &a ſheep for one ſhilling En- 
gliſh, & yet they wanted chapmen at that price too; 
ſo that the ſoldiers are very Auſh:And vpon the 25 
of May many thouſands of Ricks dollars were ta- 
ken vpon the water at Oxenbach, by 10. Rijters or 
horſemen. Andiris reported that Count Mansfield 
willhaue 4. Tunne of gold of theſe cities _ 

. outsz 
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\ bouts, andthe Papiſts and the Tewes poods with vs 
in Franckford, are like to pay forit. The Mansfieldi- 
 #xs have taken here, the Commiſtioner for the Ene- 
mie, who ſwagger'd it vp & down in his red $karffe, 
but the red color is now chang'd to Orengetawney, 
and none of the Bavarians or Spaniards heere , dare 
ſhew heir heads. Neither hath this onely made an 
impreſſion of feare amongſt vs, but the Citty aud 
Countrey of Mentz have taken the affrightalſo. 
Andthus, the Country, Citty, Caſtle, and Land- 
grave of Dermſiadt being taken, andall ealily, and 
all ſaddenly: The Generall Mansfield having intelli- 
gence, that M. Tilly had receiued thoſe ſuccours 
whichhe lookt for, being ſome 7090.foot and 800. 
horſe, from Bohemia; and rhat withall the Baron 
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of Anhalt with ſome 5000. more, ofthe forces of 


Cullen,was come vp to him, whereby his Army was 
| become 24000. ſtrong at the leaſt; and withall fore- 
caſting his purpoſe to poſleſle himſelfe of the paſ- 

ſages of belt advantage , to hinder them in their re- 
turne. Heetherefore through his owne, and the 
Marqueſle of Badens indiſpolition of body to fight 

(having both beene for ſome dayes before, ſicke of 

the gowt) was not ſo willing now, as he hath beene 
at other rimes,to fly on, and hazard a batrell;zwhere 
therwo Generalls were ſo much diſabled trom gi 

ving perſonall direions: But eſpecially hee conit- 

dered,that he had-ſomething weakned his Army, by 

utting in of Garriſons into thoſe Townes which. 

e had lately taken in; And that the enemie was 


moreinthe field then hee; And that new commers:

themſelues honour and reputation ; and he} 
ther peradventurelet their bravery and fat 


itſelfe vpon ſome light skirmiſhes with his Reare 


which he well knewrhey would fall vpen z then ti 


force his owne paſlage through the whole andfreſh 
body of their maine Battalion. Therefore there was 


' thiscourſe agreed vpon; That the Priſes and Pur- 


chaſes, with all the baggage,& luggage of the Army 


ſhould be ſent home intq the Palatinate aforehand, 
and that the Marqueſle of Bade ſhould goe before 
to takethe paſlage over the river Mayne at Rensburgh 


ſome Dutch mile and a halfe below Fraxkford ; But 
the towne belonging to the Marqueſle of Dermſtadt 
and hauing correſpondecie with 7illy, had aſſurance 


. from him (ypon their ſending to him the newes of 


Badens march thitherward ) that hee would withall 
ſpeed come in to their reſcue, ifthe towne Garriſon 
could but make good the place, ſome few houres. So 


thatthe towneſmen beeing confident of fuccours, 


the Marques perceiuing his paſlage that way ſtopt ; 
and that all the Army could not pafle the Row ho 
forethe enemie would bee ready to fall ypon thoſe 
that were paſling,or not yet paſled; came offfairely, 
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and Count Mansfield who kept the Reare with the 


greateſt part ofthe Army, retired in good orderand 


leyſure, as becing before freed of their Carriages, 
And yetnevertheleſſe, the Vauntgard of the Ba- 
varians being comeup tothe reare ofthe Marnsfields- 
4&5, followed them, and skirmiſhed with them, al- 
moſt two dates together ; In which to confeſle the 


ruth, 
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mth and no more but the truth ; The Generallin: 
' tending homewards, was vnwilling to turne faces a- 
'bour, and to make a ftand with the whole body of 
his Army, {fo atonce to receiue the whole ſhocke 
_ ofthebartellvpon him) there were ſome 600.foot, 
and 60. horſe of ours, cutoff; And becauſe I would 
bee impartial, Ihaue heere ſpoken withthe moſt, 
although thoſe that could wiſh them ten times fo 
many, will peraduenture at leaſt haue foure times ſo- 
many ſlaine; fo partiallare many reporters, as ſome 
haue nor letto giue out, that the Marqueſle of Bader 
had the defeat of 15000, & the Archduke Zeopol- 
. edwsthey would haue to looſe but 400. Bur belceue 
It, as I heare, ſo I ſpeake nothing vnderthe number 
of common ſouldiers heere ſlaine : And of Com- 
manders, on the Kings {ide,one Colonell 6u/feinof 
the Marqueſle of Badens was kild; a Palſgraue, and 
a Count Mansfield (ofthe ſame houſe with the Ge- 
. nerall Mansfield) are carried hence priſoners; which 
two great names, will no doubt makea great noyſe, 


= being ſo nere intitle to the King of Bohemia, Pall- 


graue ofthe Rhine,& to the Count Mansfield General 
ofthe Army. Butto enforme theſe men : let them 
know, that all Princes ofthe Empire haue this pri- 
 viledge, thattheir Paternalltitles doe deſcend to all 
their younger Sonnes; although to keepe vp the 
houſe, the Lands are onely entaylde to their eldeſt. 
Thereſt, having for their portions, either ſome pur- 
chaſed Lands, or Summes of Moneyes; and with- 
all the honour of Governour of ſome Countrey or- 
Stateinthe Country; mow makesthem ſtill both

tobzeenpioyedand accounted of : Qr elſe, they 
mult make rhemſelues vpa fortune by the' Warres. 
And thus there are at once diuers Dukes of Saxoxie, 
diucrs Palſgraues of the Rhine, and divers Marquel- 
ſes of Brandenburgh : the chiefe of which 3. great 
Families, are diſtinguiſhed from the ſecond houles , 
by the addition of K#rfurff, or Ele&or,put to their 
ſtiles: And thus isit poſhible(not comparatiuely to 
inſtancein any ) that theſe two priſoners ſhould bee 
no greater perſonages, then that Duke of Saxoxie, 
whom after the deteat ofthe Archduke Leopoldue, - 
Colonell &vertraut rooke priſoner at Strasburgh. 
On the Enemies party there were many flaine 
t00;and amongſt the reſt, one braue horſe caprtaine,, 
who being kemdin, did with one Corner of Horſe, 

 aduenture to charge through a whole Regimentof 

the Marqueſle of Badens horſe: where being oppreſt 
with multitude, he was killed, ere he could tell his 
name; ſome others are heere priſoners with vs too, 
men of good faſhion, and the beſt forwardnes inthe 
battell: and this skirmiſh continued the 29. and 3o. 
of May.The next day the Enemy proud of it to haue 
had oncethe better, came on in the heat of blood, 
andin a brauado preſented himſelfe in Battalia ſom- 
times, and ſometimes in ſome looſe troopes flying 
vpand downe before the Trenches of the Kings 
Reare, who had not yet paſſed the Neckar at Man- 
bem bridge, but were by the River parted from the 
reſt ofthe Campe. And this they did againethe firſt 
of 1une; but by their ations wee know not whether 
they be friends or enemies, for they haue attempted

' nothing vpon the kings Folke 3 who lye ſtill, either 
to be ready to receiue them if they haue the con- 
' ragetocharge, or elſe to waite vpon them whither 
\ ſever they ſtirre. And thus haue wee deſcribed 
enough of the expedition of Dermfar, with the 
aduentures and skirmiſhes in the returne from 
thence. 
 Thetwo Armieslie now at the gaze one- vpon 
another: which it isexpected they will not doe long: 
For there will be extreme hot ſeruice if either the 
Dukeof Brunſwick ſhall come vp hither to ioyue 
with our two Artnies ; or ſhall reſolue to march vp 
into Bavaria : which it ſeemes the two Princes on 
the Emperors {idealready ftand indoubt of : For 
the Prince Ele&or of Saxoxie muſters his troopes 
in Turing; and the Duke of Bavaria makes a Campe 
at Dunawert ; which ſtands vpon the Donaw or Da- 
 pubius; and as Hondime Map lets it, much about the 
middle ofthe borders of the vpper Palatinate, Bawa- 
ria and Wittenberg. Sothatif he goes on, the Duke 
of Bazar is likelier to haue neede of his owne for- 
ces vader Mounſiear Tilly, and to leaue Dox Cordous 
and the Spaniards in the Palatinate, to the mercy 
of the King of Bohemiah. Or if hee comes hither, 
theKing is abſolutely and vncontrouleably, Maſter 
ofthe Field. And whichoftheſe he next does, the 
next Poſt fhall bring newes of. In the meanetime, 
he enricherh himſelfe wonderfully. The countrey 
about Eichfield ſo much feares him, that they of- 
fered him 100000. Dollers'to ſpare it; but hee 
askes a farregreater ſugame. 
| 3 -- And 
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And thusis this ſide of Germany & w 
broyled ; there being ar this time alredlg,th 
mies all at once, and all at this preſents 
Palatinate. Firſtthe King himſelfe with the Gene 
ral Mansfields Forces. Thenthe Marqueſle of Bades: 
both theſein the held andioyned : Then the Gene- 
rall Fere in Garriſon of Hidlebereh, Manhem and 
Franckendall, and peraduenture by this time the 
Duke of Branſwick alſo come, ora comming, and 
all on our ſide. On the other {ide 3 Don Cordowa in 
the Garriſons; and Generall 7:ly with his ould Ar- 
my of Bawarians,and new ſupplies out of Bohemia, 
& the Biſhop of Cullens Generall, the Baron of 4#- 
halt ioyned with him. And the otherſide of the Em- 
pire, in much ſuſpition of the great preparations of 
Bethlem Gabor, ready either to fall vpon Bahemia, 
Auſtria, Bauaria, or ſome other part or Prince of 
the Empire. So that vnleſſe it will pleaſe God to 
give good ſuccefle to thoſe pious endeauours:of 
our gratious Soueraigne labouring for an vniuerſal 
Chriſtian peace ; we ſhall peraduenture ſhortly ſee, 
either Bawaria or ſome parts of the Empire, as 
miſerable as the Palatinate is at this day. * 

In ſomeletrers Aſay 20- out of the Palatinate,we 
had an inckling, that Bethlem Gabor was thenalmoſk 
ina readinefle, and altogether in a reſolution to 
come downe into thoſe parts. And the 22. of May 
were letters written from Manhem againe, which re- 
ported what they there heard ; that Berhlem Gabor 
was ſaid to bewith a great Army marching towards 
Bauarigz And thatthe Count &e Towrne (whois on

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the King of Bohemiaes ſide) beganne to ftirre on the 
| borders of Bohemia; and that Jegerensderff Mat- 

o_ of Brandenvurg, was as forward asthe tor- 
moſt, 

Now that Berhlem Gaboy bath beeneall this while 
quiet, and now beginnes to bullle againe ; Theſe 
reaſons haue beene giuen. 

The Turkes expedition into Poland fayling of 
that vitory which they bragd of betore they won; 
Bethlem Gabor, being not ſupplyed with thoſe for- 
ces from the Turkes and Tartars, which were here- 
upon drawne out of thoſe parts of Europe; and the 
countenance ofthe Grand Signior, vpon which he 
ſomething depended, being by his retreat, flight, or 
ſlaughter of his ſoldiers, lefle feared in Chriſten- 
dome, and inthe Empire for that time; Bethlem Ga- 
bor was willinger to hearken to thoſe conditions of 
peace propounded vnto him by the Emperor, fo 
tharall the time of the treaty, while the Articles 
were conſulted vpon, and afterward till the time 
of perfermancewas expeRted, hee was content to 
lay downe Armes. But conditions being ( as he af- 
firmes) not performed on the Emperors part, hee 
vnwilling that more time ſhould bee gained vpon 
him, refolues it ſeemes to fall ypon the Emperor 
and his friends 0 that fide, while moft of his for- 
ces are embroyled in a tedious warre, on this. But

Emperor bindeth himſelfe to defend him, and to ſend 
onto him at his requiſition, as many forces both of horſe 
and foot, ordnance, or other munition, as ſhall be ne- 
ceſſarie for his defence.

And now ( gentle Readers) for that you haue 
bought whatis new, wee giue you what is ſtale into 
the match; whichis two Letrers,one from an Anci- 
en, and another from a Gentleman ofa Corpany z 
which had they beene publiſhed when they were 
newes, would haue beene much eſteemed of : And - 
for that they agree together in ſo many particulars, 
and the Ancient was perſonally inthe battels, wee 
haue here exhibited their owne words; the Gentle- 
men to whom they were written,can teſtifie that we 
haue not miſ-reported them. 


The Gentlemans Letter begins thus : 


The King croſſed the Rhine at Geryſheim, with 

Count Marsfields Army, marching towards the 
Duke of Bawarias Forces, then pilling and ſpoyling 
the Countrey twixt Heidleberg and Heilbryw, the 
16. of Aprill they approacht and quartered nere the 
enemy, who lay at Wiſflow. The 17. in the mor- 
ning, theenemie fell ypon Obertrauts Regiment of 
horſe,and Colonell Grazes Regiment of foor. The 
Alarum being giuen there, the whole Army drew 
torheir reſcue; Andas they marched, 0bertraur 
was commanded to quit his quarter, and to ſetit on

enemy certainly made accounthe had retyred, but 
contrary to their expeRation hefell on: Obertrauts 
and Grazes Regiments changing their retreat into a 
ſtout and reſolute charge. For halte an houre there 
was a doubtfull fight, but the fortune and valour of 
the Kingexhorting euery battalion to play the men, 
who anfwered him preſently by drawing . their 
_ ſwordson the Enemy, who at their comming on 
quailed, Generall Tilly ſau'd bimſelfe by the (wift- 
nes ofhis Horſe. There is a Colonell, a Serieant- 
Maior, and many Captaines taken Priſoners, and 
Cornets, and many Enfignes found amongſtthe 
dead bodies,which are eſteemed to be 3000. men. 
There was alſo taken foure peices of Cannon. The 
Marquefle of Bader with his Army marched to cut 
off the enemies bridge which is at |impfen, onthe 
Neckar; but fayling ofthatproieR,fellvpon ſome of 
their ſcattered troopes , pur many of them tothe 
{word, and tooke 5. peices of Ordnance.

The 21. of Aprill we beleagred Sintzen a Towne of 
the Enemyes, and tooke it in by compoſition to depart 
without Armes, and many of them tooke entertaine- 
ment with vs, of divers other Caſiles and luttle townes 
haxe jeelded to the King. 


The Gentleman goes on, 


Aboutthe 25. of April the King left the Mar- 
queſle of Baden co confront the Enemic, and mar- 
ched with bis Army through Heidlebergh, and fate 
downe before Zaudenbergh; which he tooke in on 
the28. Moſt of the ſoldiers that were there, to 
tne numberof 600. baue raken entercainment vn- 
der the King. Much about that rime Don GonſaleF 
and Mounjiewr 73ly rowted the Marqueſle of Ba- 
gens Army burrhey houghtthe victory deare,with 
the loſie ot as many menas the Marqucfle loſt ; bur 
they tooke his Cannonand the m- {t of his baggage, 
His burſc playd the Tades, and ran away without 
much loſle ; which cauſed his foot to liecloſe with- 
in their Barracadoes tijl night z and vnder co..ert of 
the night fled and gained a wood which was not 
farre from them ſo that the loſle is onely in his 
Cannon and Baggage,

This taking in of Lawlenberg, and the des 
feat of the Marqueſſe of Badens Armie, 
The Ancient thus deſcribes. 


The 25. of April wee beleaguered Laudenberg a 
towne of the Kings that the enemie had tooke in, and 
md it ſtronzly, wee mounted ten pieces, and in two 
dates and one night,we made a breach that twenty might 
goein a front : they of the towne would bane givenit vp 
the firſt day, but the King would gine them no quarter, 
which made them fight deſperatly, knowing no way but 
death, but the FE being made, the Army threw dice, 
and the lot fell ta the French,whowent on ſo coldly that 
the Engliſh and the Scots got inthe towne, crying Vile- 
gainee of the other fide of the towne which made the 

Garriſon ſoldiers in ſuch a maze that they came running 
wpon the Pikes atthe breach, where were ſlaine, more 
then two hundred; many of the Officers ſeeing the 
towne was won, blew themſelues vp wi. 1 gunpowder. 
- And howſoeuer the Kings mercy was ſuch, that after 
the breach was entered he gaue faire quarters , which 
they gladly tooke,and moſt of them tooke entertainment 
of the King, many of che chiefe are priſoners for ran- 
ſomes, Turles with his Army cut off almoſt two Regis 
ments of Gonſales foote, which came toTillyes reſcue: 
But after the ſame day by negligence, and not welken- 
camping, Turlach /oſt-400. men, and mas forc'd to 
retreat, and leane three peeces of Ordnance bebinde 
bim : but not without the loſſe of as many men on the 


enemies fide.

The Firſt of May, the King roſe from Zandenbere, 
_ andpaſled his Army over the Neckar and Rhine 
here at Maxheim, and quartered about. Frankendall, 
Wormbes, and Oppenheim, where hee lay ſtill two

not. His Generall ( Maysfield ) is one of the ſubtil- 
leſt men in the world. The fourth. of May hee roſe

frrong towne of the Biſhop of Spiers ; which cauſed the 
King toleaue all and is now gone toreleeut it, 


And thus farre theſe two Gentlemen: agree in 
their relations : which wee impart to. you not for 
Newes, but for certainty ofa report, whereot there 
have becne ſo many tales.

T He Grifons now carry themſelues manfully,

The Spaniards vnder Spinola haue beſieged Ham 
in the land of Mark, wherein the Stares haue a very 
ſtrong garriſon : which lies aboue roward Germanie 
berweene Emmerick, Rees, and Weſell, wherethe laſt 
ſummers leaguers were. 

The Spaniards haue appointed three Randes 
ous ; at Lier, Maſtrick, and Rhineberge. 

The States hope well this ſummer, that if Spinola 
ſends our any more forces into Germanie, that they 
ſhall be maſters of the field at home. 

By letrers from Franckford the 26. of May was 
certified, Sir Arthur Chichefter Lord Belfaſts, with 
Maſter Burlemacks ſafe arriuall at Meniz next to 
the Palatinate.
